Tims one member rep¬ 
resents more than sixteen times as 
many people as the other. This 
state of affairs explains why the 
Social-Detnocrats, in spite of’their 
enormous vote succeeded in elect¬ 
ing so few members. In the last 
election they cast half a million inore 
votes than any other party, yet they 
elected only some fifty" niembers.

A LAWYER who has read our answer to Mr. Hoyt, is very 
much distnrberl, lest in the Socialist Republic nobody could b« 
found who would do the "disagreeable’' waark. He feard 
tliat everybody wxauld want the “easy” jobs. 

In answer to this we would first say that the decision as to whaf 
work or employment is "agreeable”and what is “disagreeable” will 
no doubt differ according to personal taste and inclination. Agri¬ 
cultural pursuits, which, for example, are the most agreeable occupa¬ 
tion to some, might be perfectly intolerable to others. Office work and 
t^kkeeping, which to some people seem very desiraUe, would b« 
the last occupation I would choose. 

One could therefore wager ten to one tl«t almost every “dis¬ 
agreeable” employment might find its lover. ’ , 

To this must be added the fact that the machine will do more and 
more the work of men. Today competition is the incentive of the capi¬ 
talist to let the machine do as much work as possible, in order to save 
money. In the Sociali.st society the prospect of the alleviation and em¬ 
bellishment of life for everybotly will have tliat effect even in a greatec 
degree. 

But to those who point to street-cleaning, scavenging, etc., I 
should like to draw their attention to the fact, that not only in foreign 
countries, but also in .America, there are many dties which use ma¬ 
chines for that kin<| of work. It is perfectly clear that a society which 
makes its .special aim to fashion human life as humanely as possibb^ 
will endeavor much more than tlie present society to have as much 
labor as possible done by machines.

Tliat all "disagreeable work” will ever be entirely abolished id 
this world, 1 vlo not believe. 

Of course, itobodv kiKuvs the future. But I am sure that such 
labor will be limited to the smallest possible amount. Maybe even 
then there will be a good deal more disagreeable labor than will pleasn 
iitost people. 

SupixMc this sliould lie the case, wliat would that prov« 
against tlie Socialist Republic ? 

Is it not a fact, that even today the most disagreeable work ig 
done without remuneration, without wages or matenal gain, siinplv 
from a feeling of solidarity? Or from friendship and love? 

Just think of the care of the sick, the nursing of little chil¬ 
dren and the efforts for the salvation of fallen women. You 
will then agree tlwt if even a society like our present capitalist so- 
cictv, built on egotism and greed, and which, theretore. necessarily must 
promote and strengthen egotism and anti-social impulses—if even sucli 
a soaety is capable of bringing forth deeds of unselfbh sacrifice, liovg 
much more a society founds upon tlie feeling of solidarity, wliich lutur- 
ally will endeavor to str|engtben that side of humanity. ^

To the 
"rail biids”—as some one has des- 
igiuted the ‘or’nary- lot' in the gal- 
Imes—the folks below, in their 
shimmer and glitter, seem birds of 
paradise. Between the acts those 
above crane tbeir* necks to see and 
better observe the gorgeous ones 
below. ■ Those below, b^ever, ob¬ 
serve and study those below; t^y 
are not interested in the galleries, 
tho’ fully aware of the interest taken 
there. 

What ii the "rabble to them!

Types in Galleries. 

*But there are other t3rpes in the 
galleries, too, particularly in the 
tower ones, ^tingled among earn¬ 
est people there are the vain and 
fo^sh. 

There-M the little CaphaUst, for 
instance, who has for years been 
striving for a securer footing on 
the sl^tpety rungs of the ladder of 
success. He has bis dreams of 
finding hb way some day to wealth 
and luxury, and into the charmed 
drdc of the Most Secure. He u 
foolishly eager to become a part of 
that ‘enviable’ thing called ‘Society,’ 
and to same day escort his wife a^ 
hb daughter to their seats amid 
wealth md fashion. 

"Stfil others are . there, both men 
and women chastened by much sor¬ 
row and peat qnritual awakening, 
phy the mrong wrapped heartless¬

Peril to Poor Women. j 

“ And some hard-working women 1 
there are w1k>, stunned by the sud-j 
den first flash upon their vbion of 
the outer glory of jea cU and finery 
in that atmosphere of light anil 
music, arc seized with the first temp¬ 
tation!—'light, musk, "jeweb, fine 
clothes!—wit h qtn die etiu ggl e for 
bread, without the dark shop,! 
without sbvery!’— a sub-conscious 
or vague thought at first, perhaps, 
but a thouglit that grows concrete, 
conscious, powerful, insbtent! .And 
some arc strong and banish the 
thought, and some are weak and 
yield, sinking into endless depths of 
degradation beyond recall. 

"What interested me most was 
the condition of the people there. I 
had never before in a public place 
seen so many women in all their 
extravagance of dress—their satin 
and silla and gold cloth, their laces 
and jeweb. And yet I wa.s told by 
one wlio knows that this was a 
quiet moderate display compared 
with tlut of other evenings; that 
Wednesday's asserabbge is rarely 
so ‘b.'iUbnt’ as those on Monday 
or Friday. 

“Here was represented no slight 


amount of human labor. A gown, 
a glove, a dioe, a jewel, its setting, 
a bit of lace, a fan. A million meir 
and women—aye, and children!— 
laboring for th^ idle sisters! If 
we consider also all they possess 
that they have not brought with 
them—a heap of rowns, of jewels, 
wardrobes bursting with their 
store; houses, yachts, automobiles, 
carriages, silver and gold pbte, col¬ 
lections of wonderful things of the 
world, rich carpets, tapestries, 
ornaments, many books, fine Wi»f' 
ings—and leisure! leisure! Think 
of it! Time to grow, time to learn, 
to see. time to hear, to absorb the 
best tilings of life; time to get cul¬ 
ture, refinement, learning, knowl¬ 
edge, wisdom. 

".A million peojilc working for 
them! And they render no service 
in return. And yet no widespread, 
keen realization among tliem of the 
deep injustice of grinding the lives 
and the health and tlie hopes of tlie 
workers into unearned profits! 

Need of Education. 

Yet there seems to be absolutely 
no true reason why people in any 
class who know liow to read and 
have had the advantages of educa¬ 
tion should ren^in ignorant of the 
deep injustice of a system which 
produces dividends for idlers. 

“But the world tliat works is 
waking up! Those already fully 
awake are the Socialists; some un¬ 
fortunately with bitterness and hat¬ 
red against the nutster class; a bit¬ 
terness and latretl which is the 
product of injustice of idle capi¬ 
talists, but no Ic.ss deplorable on tliat 
accoimt. 

"The world that works is wak¬ 
ing up."

rado. Foreign wars are waged by 
the working ebss, with weahli pro¬ 
duced by the working class, and 
for the betieKl of the cofilaliti dais.

These are some of the reasons 
why whole unions absolutely for¬ 
bid their members to join military 
companies, and why tlxnisanib of 
members of other unions see the 
evUs, and hate the military.
